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U. S. COURT FORBIDS STATE 
INVESTIGATION OF THE WPA 


Judge Albert W. Johnson Declares Pennsyl- 
vania Senate Inquiry Would Be Invasion 
of Federal Sovereignty. 


By the Associated Press. 
LEWISBURG, Pa., July 8. — The 
Republican State Senate’s investiga- 
tion of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration in Pennsylvania was halt- 


W. Johnson last night. He said it 
was “an invasion of the sovereign 
powers” of* the national Govern- 
ment. 

Judge Johnson issued a tempo- 
rary injunction stopping the  in- 
quiry. 

The inyestigation was being con- 
ducted by a committee of four Re- 
publican Senators, headed by G. 
Mason Owlett. Charges had been 
made that the Democrats were 
“building up a political machine” 
through WPA. 

Senator Owlett said the decision 
was “extremely unfortunate.” He 
added: “Our committee would have 
conclusively shown that WPA was 
basicly an unholy vote-buying 
racket, stealing relief from the un- 
fortunate in a vain effort to insure 
the election of the New Deal Presi- 
dent.” 

Judge Johnson’s opinion, filed 
here, said “the attempt by the re- 
spondents (committee) to investi- 
gate a purely Federal agency is an

invasion of the sovereign powers of 
the United States of America.” 

He held that the State’s right to 
propose a project or furnish mate- 
rials under WPA does not give the 
commonwealth “any control” over 
WPA. He declared: 

“1. That the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration unit in Pennsylvania 
is a Government unit of the United 
States and all matters relating to 
the Works Progress Administration 
are under the jurisdiction and au- 
thority of the United States. 

“2. That the action of the re- 
spondents (committee) in attempt- 


ing to make an investigation into 
the organization, administration 
and functioning of the Works 


Progress Administration in Penn- 
sylvania . is contrary to and 
in obstruction to the proper gov- 
ernmental functions of the United 
States. | 

“3. That the respondents have no 
jurisdiction to investigate the or- 
ganization, administration and func- 
tioning of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration in Pennsylvania. 

“4. That the United States has 
no adequate remedy at law against 
said actions of the respondents and 
will suffer irreparable damage un- 
less the respondents are restrained.”

Parched corn may be 
saved if rain falls this week, it was 
stated. Relief afforded by rain 
last week in the southern section 
of Missouri is almost exhausted, 
and conditions were reported by 
weather observers as approaching 
those of the 1934 drouth.

FIVE KILLED IN EXPLOSION 
* IN WOOLWICH ARSENAL 


Victims Were Conducting Experi- 
ment; No Chance of Sabotage, 
War Office Says.

LONDON, July 8.—An explosion 
in the research department of the 
royal arsenal at Woolwich late to- 
day killed five persons—two chem- 


ists, two laborers and a depart- 
ment official. One other employe 
Was injured seriously. Flames 


broke cut after the blast. 

Officials of the War Office said 
the explosion was purely accidental 
and there was no chance of sabot- 
age. The victims were conducting 
an experiment. The building in 
which they were working was de- 
stroyed but no other part of the 
arsenal was involved. ‘She depart- 
ment official killed was Lieutenant- 
Commander P. A. M. Long, who 
had been employed in the arsenal 
13 years. ? 

The War Department did not 
state the cause of the explosion.

154,000 FAMILIES 
IN NEED OF HELP 


WPA and Resettlement Ad- 
ministration, Which Will 
Handle Bulk of Work, 
Go Into Action. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Govern- 
ment agencies acted quickly today 
to give assistance to thousands of 
drouth-stricken farmers in_ the 
Northwest. 

President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment of a vast program of imme- 
diate cash relief to families was the 
signal for the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and the Resettlement 
Administration, the two Govern- 
ment agencies which will handle the 
bulk of the work, to go into action. 

The Resettlement Administration, 
which already has a complete or- 
ganization in the field, has made 
allotments to six Western states 
totaling $393,000 to cover a short 
period as a major step in a pro- 
gram designed to care for 154,500 
families. At the same time, Aubrey 
Williams, Deputy WPA Administra- 
tor, announced that 55,000 destitute 
farmers would be employed by tiie 
WPA within a “week or 10 days at 
the most.” 

25,000 in 24 Hours. 

Williams estimated that nearly 
half this number would be employed 
within 24 hours. He said the WPA 
would employ 20,000 in North Da- 
kota at the rate of 2000 a day. In 
South Dakota, he said, 17,000 would 
be employed at an average of 2800 


Jobs for 6000 are called for ia 
Montana, he said, at the rate of 
400 a day. In Wyoming, 2000 men 
are to be employed at the rate of 
700 a day. Minnesota’s schedule 
calls for the employment of 7500 at 
an average of 800 a day. 

The 154,500 families to be taken 
care of by the Resettlement Admin- 
istration are in North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Montana, Wyoming, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, 
Alabama, Georgia and South Caro- 
lina. 

The total monthly cost to relieve 
suffering in the drouth areas, over 
and above those families now re- 
ceiving cash grants from the Re- 
settlement Administration, will be 
$1,690,000, officials estimated. 

In addition, it was said, loars 
amounting to $9,600,000 would phe 
necessary for a feed program and 
$9,000,000 for a crop program, in 
addition to the normal crop-loan 
program. The Resettlement Admin- 
istration estimates 84,500 new cases 
must be taken care of in -the 
drouth-stricken area. 

Dr. W. W. Alexander and Joseph 
L. Dailey, assistant administrators 
of the Resettlement Administration, 
now are in Montana on a special in- 
spection trip. They already have 
been through Nebraska and the Da- 
kotas on a similar mission. The 
two assistant administrators are 
reporting daily direct to Adminis- 
trator Tugwell and their reports 
are being made available to the in- 
ter-departmental drouth committee. 

Supervision From Washington. 

The WPA program will be su- 
pervised from Washington by Ad- 
ministrator Harry L. Hopkins, who 
recently made a personal inspec- 
tion of the drouth area, and Wil- 
liams, with Assistant Administra- 
tor Howard O. Hunter, who has 
established headquarters at Chica- 
go, in direct charge of operations. 

Williams said the WPA was able 
to step into the situation quickly 
with a relief program as a result 
of studies its research division 
made of previous drouths. 

“The program was ready when 
the need arose,” Williams said. 
Water conservation projects—dig- 
ging wells, building dams and creat- 
ing artificial lakes—as well as 
farm to market roads had been 
sponsored by local groups and from 
this reservoir of approved ‘projects 
it was possible to launch this opera- 
tion with minimum of delay. 

“To bring relief to these people 
as quickly as possible, we are tak- 
ing every short cut the law allows 
to get these projects in operation. 
We know the projects are good, for 
they had been carefully prepared 
before the drouth withered the 
fields of these states.” 

Roosevelt’seAnnouncement. 

President Roosevelt announced at 
his press conference late yesterday 
a drouth relief program including 
jobs, loams and grants to aid the 
needy families in the Northwestern 
“dust bowl.” 

The President also made known

A.F. OF L. CHIEFS 
MEET 10 ACT ON 
LEWIS INSURGENCY 


Green Declares Industrial 
Unionists Have Caused 
Discord and Confusion in 


Labor Ranks. 


SAYS STEEL DRIVE 
REQUIRES UNITY 


Mine Workers’ Leader, in 
Reply, Suggests That Fed- 
eration Join in Organiza- 
tion Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Juiy 8 — The 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor met today 
to decide what to do about John L. 
Lewis and his industrial union com- 
mittee, which has undertaken an 
independent campaign to organize 


the steel industry, in defiance of 
the A, F. of L. 

The question before the council 
was whether to expel the United 
Mine Workers and 11 other unions 
represented on the Committee for 
Industrial Organization from the 
Federation. Statements from the 
opposing camps indicated no peace 
was in sight in the quarrel that is 
threatening to split the Federation. 

William Green, president of the 
federation and spokesman for the 
dominant craft unionist faction, 
said Lewis’ “unwise policy” had 
produced only “division, discord and 
confusion” in labor ranks and 
would benefit “only the enemies 
of organized labor.” 

Lewis’ Rejoinder. 

Lewis, head’ of the United Mine 
Workers and leader of the cam- 
paign to organize steel workers into 
one large union instead of by 
crafts, said that ifthe federation 
executive council “elects to join 
with the corporations composing 
the American Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute” in fighting his group, “the 
shame of such a dishonorable ac- 
tion will lie on the heads of Mr. 
Green and his irreconcilable asso- 
ciates.” 

There were two charges against 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization: 

(1) That its members banded to- 
gether with the avowed purpose of 
pushing industrial unionization, con- 
trary to the federation’s policy, 
which is craft unionism. 

(2) That it ajded the Radio and 
Electrical Workers ’Union, now on 
strike at the Radio Corporation of 
America’s plant in Camden, N. J. 
This union was denied a federation 
charter after the executive coun- 
cil decided all radio workers should 
join the Electrical Workers’ Unior. 

Statement by Green. 

President Green, in a statement 
last night, said the federation was 
laying plans for a steel organiza- 
tion campaign when the Lewis 
committee started one of its own. 

“Instead of making possible the 
concentration of all the material, 
moral and economic forces of the 
erganized workers and all their 
friends behind an irresistible organ- 
izing campaign, its (the Lewis fac- 
tion’s) recognized spokesmen de- 
nounced the American Federation 
of Labor, charged it with pursuing 
a ‘dog in the manger’ policy and 
portrayed it as a barrier blocking 
the efforts of the steel workers to 
become organized,” Green said. 

“Now those identified with the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion find that their real enemy is 
not the American Federation of 
Labor and its Executive Council 
which they so vehemently de- 
nounced, but instead their real ene- 
mies are the steel corporations and 
the powerful financial interests as- 
sociated with them. 

Need of Unity. 

“They are now finding what the 
Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor always knew— 
that any organizing campaign in 
the steel industry should, in’ order 
to be successful, be carefully or- 
ganized, skillfully planned and be- 
hind it placed every ounce of 
strength and energy, financial and 
economic, which the solid, united 


organized labor movement could 
supply. 

“This fact has been made quite 
clear during the last few days 


through the announcement made by 
the representatives of the steel cor- 
porations through the Iron & Steel 
Institute. 

“The sum total achieved by the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion thus far is nothing whatever 
except division, discord and confu- 
‘sion within the ranks of organized 
labor.. Those associated with it 
were repeatedly warned that such 
a result would follow if they per- 
sisted in following the course upon 
which they had embarked.” 

Lewis replied “there is nothing to 
prevent the American Federation of 
Labor from joining wholeheartedly 
with the Committee for Industrial 
Organization in the fight to estab-

HUNTINGTON, Ind., July 8.— 

Mayor C. W. H. Bangs remained 

in jail today, shut off from official 


associates and with little prospect 
of early release. 

The Mayor went to jail Monday 
for an indefinite stay. He was or- 
dered held by Special Judge Huber 
M. Devoss until he complies with 
a Court order directing that muni- 
cipal light plant lines to domestic 
and commercial consumers be dis- 
continued. The Mayor is alleged to 
have violated an _ injunction ob- 
tained by the Northern Indiana 
Power Co. against usurpation of its 
customers by the municipal plant.” 

Arthur D. Sayler, City Attorney, 
sought a conference with the May- 
or this morning, but was refused 
admission. 

The Sheriff said the attorney 
would have to get a court order. 
The Judge, who regularly presides 
in this district, was out of the city 
and there was no one from whom 
Sayler could obtain an order. 

A year ago when the Mayor was 
serving a jail term on a contempt 
charge the Sheriff permitted him 
daily conferences with his stenog- 
rapher and minor city officers. For 
101 days Bangs carried on _ the 
city’s business from the jail. 

The City Council began prelim- 
inary action toward passage of an 
ordinance giving them the power to 
remove the Mayor from office. 

The council met last night and 
passed the ouster ordinance on its 
first reading. Twice before a ma- 
jority of the members has passed 
the measure but each time _ the 
mayor vetoed it. 


MISSOURI COUNTIES CAN ISSUE 
RELIEF BONDS, COURT HOLDS 


State Supreme Judges Rule in Bu- 
chanan Case That Action Is 
“for Public Purpose.” 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 8.—The 
right of counties to issue poor re- 
lief bonds was upheld today by the 
State Supreme Court en banc, in 
ordering State Auditor Forrest 
Smith to register a $300,000 bond 
issue recently approved by voters 
in Buchanan County. 

“We think that these bonds, 
which provide for the care of the 
poor in Buchanan County, are for 
a county public purpose,” Judge 
Ernest M. Tipton said in the opin- 
ion. 

The Court also upheld the valid- 
ity of the $1,434,238 bond issue ap- 
proved at the same time for retir- 
ing judgment funding bonds which 
become due July 15. 

All members of the court, except 
Judge Ernest 8S. Gantt, who was 
absent, concurred in the opinion. 


WATER CONSUMPTION RISES 


Amount Used Monday Is Most 
Since Summer of 1934. 

St. Louisans used 177,484,550 gal- 
lons of water last Monday. It-was 
the largest amount of water used on 
any one day this year and more 
than was used on any one day last 
summer.

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER 
9] YEARS OLD TODAY 


Re- 


Says Health Is Miracle, 
peating He Expects to 
Live to 100. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAKEWOOD, N. J., July &% — 
John D. Rockefeller Sr., celebrat- 
ing his ninety-seventh birthday to- 
day at Golfhouse, his huge estate, 
re-expressed confidence he would 
live to be 100 years old. 

The multimillionaire, sitting in a 
specially constructed summer 
house, said, “I know I will live to 
be 100, just as I said several years 


ago.” 
Rockefeller arose early this 
morning, had his breakfast, and 


then strolled out to the summer 
house. He chatted there for a time 
with his daughter, Mrs. E. Parma- 
lee Prentice, and her daughter, 
Miss Madeline Prentice. 

For luncheon, Rockefeller had 
hot bouillon, fresh lamb from his 
own estate, vegetables grown on 
the estate, and acidophilus milk. 

A birthday cake with 97 candles 
was ready for Rockefeller’s birth- 
day supper. 

“Of course he'll eat some,” said 
a Member of his household, “He 
eats everything he wants.” 

This declaration was in harmony 
with Rockefeller’s own words, in 
his birthday statement:

As long as 40 years ago, when 
the founder of the Standard Oil 
Cos. began his retirement from the 
oil and railroad interests he had 
acquired, the simplicity of his life 
and the frugality of his diet led to 
a popular belief that he was a 
chronic sufferer from indigestion. 
He denied he was in ill health, how- 
ever, and continued his carefully 
regulated life to show that ft was 
not a cure for ailments but a path 
to longevity.

ROME, July 8.—Italian military 
airplanes, it was announced today, 
were sent out to make “mass re 
prisals” against an Kithiopian dis- 
trict in which 10 Italian flyers were 
killed June 26. 

Among those killed was Maj 
Antonio Locatelli, famous pilot and 
a member of the Balbo mass flight 
to the United Staets in 1933, and 
Gen. Vincenzo Magliocco, assistant 
chief of aviation in East Africa dur 
ing the war. 

The victims, oceupying three air 
planes, had been making an ob- 
servation flight over the Wallega 
area. They landed in a district 
frequented by hostile tribesmen, 
The natives attacked and destroyed 
the planes, killing 10 occupants. 

A priest, Father Barollo, escaped 
and carried the news to Addis Aba- 
ba. 

Other victims besides: Magliocco, 
who commanded the flight, included 
Col. Carlo Calderini, and a mechanie 
named Prosso. 

The official communique de 
scribed the attackers as irregular 
Ethiopian soldiers. 

The official statement said the 
air mission previously had landed 
at other points in the district and 
had been welcomed cordially by the 
natives. 

The news did not reach Addis 
Ababa until last Sunday and the 
order for “mass reprisals” followed, 


Locatelli Rescued Off Greenland 
By U. 8S. Cruiser in 1924. 
Antonio Locatelli, then a lieuten 
ant, was rescued from the sea off 
Greenland in August of 1924 by the 
United States cruiser Richmond, 
after he had been forced down with 
his three companions on an ate 
tempted flight from Italy to Amer- 

ica. 

He had abandoned plans to fly 
the the north pole, and left Reyke 
javik, Iceland, with the American 
round-the-world flyers, Lowell H. 
Smith and Erik K. Nelson, on a 
dangerous flight to Greenland. The 
Americans reached Greenland but 
Locatelli was found 125 miles east 
of Cape Farewell. 

He had been forced to alight on 
the sea because of motor trouble, 
and had drifted for 100 miles be 
fore he was rescued. 

Member of an Italian aerial mis- 
sion to Argentina, Lieut. Locatell§ 
made several sensational Latine 
American flights immediately after 
the war. 

In the same year of his Green- 
land flight, he was scheduled to be 
one of the pilots on a polar expedi- 
tion planned by the explorer Roald 
Amundsen, but this, also, fell 
through, and he flew from Pisato, 
Iceland to overtake the Americans. 

After he was rescued he con- 
tinued to the United States by ship 
and received warm welcomes in 
New York, Philadelphia and else- 
where. He was given a great ova- 
tion on his return to Italy. 


Maj. Locatelli Flew American News 
paper Man to Hospital. 

NEW YORK, July 8.—Maj. Anto- 

nio Locatelli, Italian flyer reported 
ambushed by Ethiopians, is the 
pilot who flew Mark Barron, Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent on the 
Southern Ethiopian front, to a hos- 
pital ship off the coast of Italian 
Somaliland last March.

fire of 1927. Moore went to see 
Hamm at the bus sheds, where 
Hamm worked, and started a dis- 
cussion which was renewed later 
in a restaurant on Delmar boule- 
vard. The discussion reached its 
climax when Hamm hurled a chair 
through the windshield of Moore’s 
new automobile. Hamm, when ar- 
rested, made cross-charges against 
Moore and Burt Kammerer, anoth- 
er lawyer, who was with Moore. 

The three appeared in Police 
Court yesterday, and the peace dis- 
|turbance charges were dropped by 
the refusal of the three to prose- 
cute them. After the grand jury 
hearing, Circuit Attorney Miller 
said no basis for action had been 
found,

MAYOR VETOES TWO, SIGNS 
ONE OF ZONING MEASURES 


Each Bill Sought to Change Status 
of One Lot in 
District. 

Thrée spot zoning measures were 
vetoed and one approved by Mayor 
Dickmann today. Each bill was to 
change the zone of one lot in a 
neighborhood without changing the 
zone of the rest of the district. 

One of the bills vetoed provided 
for a change in the zone of a 150- 
foot lot on the northeast corner of 
Kingshighway and Maryland ave- 
nue from multiple dwelling to com- 
mercial. Part of the lot is now oc- 
cupied by a grocery store and was 
used commercially prior to enact- 
ment of the zoning law, but the 
Mayor, in his veto message, said he 
saw no reason to change the zone 
of the rest of the property, particu- 
larly along Kingshighway, as he 
desired to keep the Kingshighway 
frontage residential. 

Another bill vetoed would have 
changed the zone of a lot. at the 
intersection of Euclid and Terry 
avenues to legalize use of a building 
on the property as a funeral parlor. 
The Mayor said that operators of 
the funeral parlor had acted in de- 
fiance of zoning restrictions and he 
saw no reason why the change 
should be made. 

The Mayor also vetoed a bill to 
make the zone of the southwest 
corner of Russell boulevard and 
Compton avenue multiple dwelling 
instead of commercial. The prop- 
erty is owned by St. Louis Univer- 
sity. Residents of Hawthorne and 
Longfellow boulevards, adjoining 
streets, had protested against any 
change in the residential character 
rof the neighborhood, and the Mayor 
said he thought no change was 
warranted. 

The only measure approved pro- 
vided a change in the zone of a lot 
just east of the Park Plaza garage 
on Maryland avenue, east of Kings- 
highway, from multiple dwelling to 
commercial. The rest of the south 
side of Maryland, between Kings- 
highway and Euclid avenue, is 
zoned commercial, and the Mayor 
said the proposed change would not 
disturb the residential character of 
Kingshighway.

FIRE IN JUNK YARD SPREADS

Three Persons Slightly Burned in

iSTRIKE STOPS WORK ON 


SOLDERS’ MEMORIAL 


Unions Walk Out to Enforce 
Demand THat Stone Be Cut 
in St. Louis. 


Work on the Soldiers’ Memorial, 
to be erected on the Municipal 
Plaza, was halted today by the 
Building Trades Council, which 
called a strike in support of de- 
mands that stone for the building 
be cut by St. Louis labor. 

About 30 carpenters, iron work- 
ers and laborers yesterday received 
instruction from union headquar- 
ters to cease the preliminary work 
in which they were engaged. After 
issuing the instructions to the 
workmen, John J. Church, secre- 
tary of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil, called at City Hall and an- 
nounced the strike. The workmen 
did not report this morning. 

Representatives of the Building 
Trades Council have held frequent 
conferences with members of the 
Board of Public Service and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment in an effort to obtain the 
stone-cutting job for St. Louis 
union stonecutters, 80 of whom 
were reported unemployed. Alter- 
nate bids obtained by the Board of 
Public Service showed the city 
would save $51,000 by having the 
stone cut at a Bedford (Ind.) quar 
ry, where it was purchased. 

City officials pointed out to the 
union men that the Federal Govern- 
ment’s 30 per cent grant would not 
be extended to the $51,000 addition- 
al cost. Furthermore, the City 
Counselor advised Mayor Dickmann 
that, under the charter the city was 
obliged to give the work to the low- 
est responsible bidder. In view-of 
these facts the construction con- 
tract was let to H. B. Deal & Co., 
general contractors, on a bid speci- 
fying that the stone would be cut 
at Bedford.

The White House instructions to 
department and bureau chiefs said: 

“Now that all of the appropria- 
tion bills for the fiscal year 1937 
have been enacted, you are request- 
ed, in preparing your apportion- 
ments of these funds as called for 
by Treasury Department Circular 
No. 494, Revision No. 3, of May 7, 
1936, to set up substantial reserves 
for the purpose not only of effect- 
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ing savings in appropriations where 
they can be made without detri- 
ment to the service, but to meet 
unforeseen needs that may arise 
during the 1937 fiscal year, and thus 
provide for them without the ne- 
cessity of supplemental appropria- 
tions.”

BANK SUES TWO GUARANTORS 
OF CLOSED AUTOMOBILE FIRM 


Physician and Druggist Named in 
Action Over Accounts of 
Kingsland Motor Co. 


A suit for $6350 was filed by the 
Industrial Bank & Trust Co. in Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday against Dr. 
Victor L. Gould, a physician, 6008 
Marmaduke avenue, and Max Hes- 
selberg, a druggist, 3137 South 
Grand boulevard, as guarantors of 
agreements between the bank and 
the Kingsland Motor Co. of Wood 
River, Ill, which ceased to op- 
erate when the president, Robert L.

More than $300,000 of the increase 
was due to the restoration to school 
employes of 4 per cent of the 10 
per cent galary reduction made 
four years ago. 

Exceeds Anticipated Income. 

Revenue forthe new year was 
estimated at $9,800,038, which was 
$434,557, or 4.7 per cent, less than’ 
receipts for the year just ended. 
The decrease anticipated was 
largely due to a drop in the volume 
of current general property taxes 
counted on, under conservative 
§ planning. 

The budget for the new year, “8 
prepared for consideration, is $1,- 
436,472, or 146 per cent, greater 
than anticipated revenue. Expendi- 
tures in the last year were $362,960, 
or 35 per cent, less than income 
received, being $9,921,635—$308,465 
less than appropriations in the orig- 
inal budget for last year. Last 
year's expenditures were less than 
the original budget in all depart- 
ments, except the building depart- 
ment, where there was a $1530 in- 
cfease. In the instruction depart- 
ment expenditures were $226,651 
less than the budget provided. 

Surplus Last Year. 

The board finished the last fiscal 
year with a surplus of $4,129,461, 
which was $822,129 more than was 
estimated when the year began. The 
new budget contemplated a surplus 
of only $2,692,988 at the end of the 
new fiscal year, June 30, 1937—a 
reduction of $1,436,472. The board 
must have at least $2,400,000 cash 
surplus on hand at the end of each 
fiscal year, to pay bills until taxes 
are remitted in December. The in- 
creased budget was made possible 
by the existence of the excess in the 
surplus.

NORMAN THOMAS SAYS 


FARMER HAS '3YOKES 


Socialist Presidential Nominee 


Assails Banker, Landlord and 
Wasteful Distribution. 


By the Associated Press. 
LINCOLN, Neb., July 8.—Norman 
Thomas, Socialist nominee for 
President, said last night, the farm- 
er “must be freed from the yoke of 
the banker, the landlord ahd the 
waste of distribution.” 

“There is no more a solution of 
the farfning problem under this 
crazy system of private profit de- 


pending upon human exploitation 
and relative scarcity than there is 
of any other problem,” he told Ne- 
braska Socialists at their State con- 
vention here. “The road to free- 
dom and peace and plenty is the 
road which leads to the co-operative 
commonwealth.” 

Thomas said his party is pledged 
to three principles with regard to 
farming. They are: 

“To make the farmer more_ 5se- 
cure and prosperous on his land 
rather than take it from him. 

“To socialize the process of mar- 
keting, both what the farmer buys 
and what he sells, through co-op- 
eratives and publicly owned agen- 
cies. 

“To effect a plan for the manage- 
ment of agriculture, including crop 
insurance, in a democratic and co- 
operative way and not as a bureau- 
cratic job.”  . 

"In the present state of American 
agriculture,” Thomas continued, “we 
need products of 41,000,000 more 
acres of land than was under cul- 
tivation before AAA began its re- 
ductions, if we are to feed and 
clothe our people decently. 

“We cannot act on this fact so 
long as production is for private 
profit and not for human need. We 
shall go on subsiziding scarcity and 
call it prosperity in a land where 
the children of cotton growers are 
clad in rags‘and sick with the pella- 
gra which comes from undernour- 
ishment.” 

Thomas branded as “opposed to 
the facts” a statement by James 
H. Maurer of Reading, Pa., that 
the Socialist party was displaying 
a “trend toward Communism.” 
Thomas said the Socialists and

The drastic reduction in relief ex- 
tures in St. Louis following 
discontinuance of Federal appro- 
tions for direct relief last win- 
ter resulted in refusal of assistance 
to more than half of those who ap- 


plied for help in the city and coun- 
ty during the first three months of 
1996, according to &@ study made 
public today by Irving Weissman, 
research director for the Commu- 
ncil. 

Pieaeakures in the first quarter 
of this year totaled $1,518,802, or 
only 82 per cent of the total for the 
first quarter of last year, which was 
54,560,440. The figures are for both 
public relief agencies and the pri- 
vate agencies affiliated with United 
Charities. The private agencies 
contributed only 7.4 per cent of the 
total, but that was twice the per- 
centage they contributed in the 
first three months last year, 

There were nearly 21,000 appeals 
for help in the first three months 
of this year, an increase of 4.6 per 
cent, but nearly 50 per cent of the 
applications in the city and 60 per 
cent of the applications in the coun- 
ty were denied, and of those accept- 
ed, about one-third received no 
more than “slight services,” aceord- 
ing to the report. 

Shift in Situation. 


More than three times as many 
families were dropped from the re- 
lief rolls as were taken on. The re- 
port contrasted this with the “more 
normal” situation in the first quar- 
ter of last year when slightly fewer 
relief cases were discharged than 
there were new cases accepted, One- 
third of those whose applications 
for help were aecepred in the first 
three months of this year had never 
been on the relief roles before. 

Despite their limited funds, the 
report said, the United Charities 
agencies assumed responsibility for 
a number of families dropped from 
the publie relief rolls, and gave ad- 
vice and counsel to many others 
who formerly received public relief 
funds, Of the families helped by 
the private agencies, but 56.5 per 
cent received financial aid. The 
report said this was indicative of 
the tendency of private agencies to 


~ specialize in services to families 


needing guidance and advice, as dis- 
tinguished from those primarily in 
economic need. 


On a per capita basis, relief ex- 
penditures in the first three months 
of this year totaled $1.68 for each 
resident of the city, and 66 cents for

| Job Succumbs in Moscow 


Funds — Exact Figures 
Withheld. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 8.—The Govern- 
ment has informed Parliament it 
will ask for additional appropria- 
tions of $100,000,000 or more to in- 
crease army, navy and air forces. 

The exact amount asked for is ex- 
pected to be made public Thursday. 

Informed sources predicted the 
new requests would be for between 
$75,000,000 and $125,000,000 in addi- 
t.vn to the regular and extra appro- 
priations already approved by the 
House of Commons. 

Broken down, the. new sums 
would add to the navy fund some- 
where in the neighborhood of $50,- 
000,000, and a similar approximate 
amount to the air force appropria- 
tion, and increase the army cash 
balance about $25,000,000. 

The total amount of the British 
defense budget, on the basis of pre- 
liminary information, would thus be 
brought to about $990,005,000, divid- 
ed as follows: Navy (total): $451,- 
150,0000; already approved, $401,- 
150,000; estimated new asking, $50,- 
000,000; air force (total): $267,450,- 
000; ralready approved, $217,450,000; 
estimated new asking, $50,000,000; 
Army (total):. $271,405,000; already 
approved $246,405,000; estimated 
new asking, $25,000,000. 

As Parliament made ready to 
consider the new financial requests, 
Viscount Cecil declared that the 
European situation was dangerous. 

“The old demon war is stirring 
again,” the president of the League 
of Nations Union told a meeting 
of his followers. He expressed the 
opinion that alleged German at- 
tempts to influence the free city 
of Danzig to break away from the 
League of Nations “might become 
of the utmost danger to the peace 
of Europe.” 

William Shepherd Morrison, Fi- 
nancial Secretary of the Treasury, 
criticised the attack on the Bald- 
win government by former Prime 
Minister David Lloyd George at an 
election campaign meeting, likening 
Lloyd George to a “high-spirited 
boy twirling a lighted torch around 
his head.”

| MOSCOW, July 8—George Tchit- 
cherin, former Commissar of For- 
\eign Affairs, died yesterday. He 
| was 64 years old. 

| He directed the Soviet Union's 
foreign policy from a time shortly 
after the revolution until failing 
health forced him to give up the 
post in 1930. He was succeeded by 
Maxim Litvinov, the present For- 
eign Commissar. 


Taking charge for the Bolsheviks 
at a time when allied forces were 
blockading Russia, Tchitcherin had 


a most difficult course to steer but 
within a few years he had settled 
the major disputes and by 1924 had 
obtained recognition of the Soviet 
Union from most of the Powers of 
Europe. 

It was during his tenure that 
the Soviet state began receiving 
large credits abroad. 

Demanded Scrapping of Arms. 

At the 1927 disarmament confer- 
ence he demanded the immediate 
and complete destruction of every 
possible implement of war. 

Tchitcherin was the son of an 
official who served the Czars in 
the Foreign Office, for many years 
He entered the diplomatic service 
on graduation from the University 
of St. Petersburg. 

In 1897 he joined the revolution- 
ary movement, and seven years la- 
ter left the diplomatic service, re- 
nounced his estates and went to 
Germany, where he studied the 
German social democratic move- 
ment. 

IlIness prevented him from tak- 
ing an active part in the 1905 rev- 
olution, but for many years he en- 
gaged in revolutionary activities in 
London, Paris and Berlin. 

Imprisoned in England. 

He was imprisoned in England 
after the Russian revolution in 
1917 and exchanged in 1918 for Sir 
George Buchanan, British Ambas- 
sador to Russia.

When he returned to Russia after 
imprisonment in England his 
clothing was ragged and soiled, his 
hair and beard untrimmed. He 
plunged into his reorganization 
work without taking time to im- 
prove his appearance and subse- 
quent overwork undermined his 
health.

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Notes on the Minimum Wage Case. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “For a Minimum Wage 

Rehearing,” brings to mind a few per- 
tinent facts concerning minimum wage 
legislation. Your editorial leaves the m- 
pression that in the Adkins case the Su- 
preme Court held that “Congress did not} 
have the power to provide for a ‘living| 
wage’ in the District of Columbia.” The 
recent case in which the New York law 
was declared unconstitutional, however, 
makes it plain that it was not the lack 
of a sufficient standard that stamped the 
act as invalid, but that this was simply 
an additional ground. It is now clear (see 
p. 823 of 56 8S. Ct.) that the decision in 
that case rested upon the principle that 
“the state is without power by any form 
‘of legislation to prohibit, change or nul- 
lify contracts between employers and 
adult women workers as to the amount 
of wages to be paid.” The fact that the 
New York law was drafted to meet the 
administrative objections to the act de- 
clared invalid in the Adkins case was un- 
availing. 

You successfully point out some rea-' 
sons why the court should reconsider the 
basic principle involved. To this should 
be added the consideration that prior di- 
visions in its own ranks, plus recent eco- 
nomic trends which have revealed a 
necessity for wage legislation not appre- 
ciated at the time of the Adkins case, 
point to the desirability of considering 
the entire problem de novo. It should be 
recognized that, five years before the Ad- 
kins case, an even division of the court 
prevented a binding determination of the 
constitutionality of such measures, but 
had Mr. Justice Brandeis participated in 
the consideration of that case, there can} 
be no doubt that his vote would have 
enabled the court to establish a prece- 
dent for the validity of this type of leg- 
islation. 

Assuming that a rehearing will be. 
granted, the query then is, will the leg- | 
islation be given judicial sanction? The 
language of the majority opinion in the | 
recent case is not encouraging. There | 
is some hope, though, that Mr. Justice | 
Roberts will give his assent to such leg-| 
islation. If he is to be consistent with| 
the language he employed in the case of 
Nebbia vs. New York, he must. The 
change of one vote in the court would be 
sufficient. | 

Should the miajority of the members of | 
the court desire to hold minimum wage 
legislation valid, they would not be whol- 

_ly without analogous judicial precedent. 
They have given their approval to legis- 
lation regulating the hours of labor, re- 
quiring the redemption in cash of store 
orders issued for wages, prohibiting the 
assignment of unearned wages, establish- 
ing a system of compulsory workmen's 
compensation, etc. Although none of the 
above regulations imposed a minimum 
wage, they did take away from the em- 
ployer the freedom to agree as to how 
the wage should be fixed, the method of 
payment, ete. Logically, there does not 
seem to be any difference in the en- 
croachment upon the liberty of contract 
whether it is hours or wages that are 
being regulated. 

The decision in the instant case is un- 
fortunate, for it indicates that the court 
has no reluctance to nullify legislation 
designed to meet a social maladjustment, 
however much support such legislation 
may have among reasonable people. As_ 
the dissenting opinion points out, there | 
does not seem to be any greater objection | 
to requiring industry to bear the sub- | 
sistence cost of the labor which f em- 
ploys than to the imposition upon it of 
the cost of industrial accidents. There is 
grim irony in speaking of freedom of con- 
tract when dealing with persons who, 

because of economic necessity, give their 
service for a sum less than is needful for 
decent subsistence. 

Minimum wage legislation does not 
seem to be an unreasonable measure on 
the part of a government which is com- 
pelled to deal with problems of poverty, 
subsistence and morals. Nor does there 
seem to be any valid reason why the bur- 
den caused by the failure to pay that 
reasonable wage should not be * placed 
upon those who create it.

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney John Wolfe has 
ruled that this section makes it mandatory for hold- 
ers of State liquor licenses to pay county fees into 
the County Treasury. He holds further that failure 
to do so is ground for revocation of State licenses 
by the Supervisor of Liquor Control, and that fail- 
ure of the Supervisor to act opens the way for a 
mandamus suit. 

St. Louis County is broke. Its relief fund ig ex- 
hausted. Hundreds of unemployed have been cut 
off from all aid. This very day, the County Court is 
meeting with a group of citizens in an effort to find 
some funds to meet the county’s crisis. It is a prohb- 


lem that the court and these citizens have been, 
struggling with for weeks. | 

One source of revenue which has been expected to 
relieve the county’s situation is the liquor license 
fees. On June 1, County Auditor Harper reported 
that, while more than 1100 State liquor licenses had 
been issued in the county, only 358 county licenses 
had been issued. 

In other words, nearly 750 saloons and taverns had 
been operating without paying a dime to the County 
Treasury! 

Some time ago, the County Court sent out letters 
to the delinquents, threatening them with loss of 
their State licenses unless they paid up. Since then, 
a few thousand dollars has been collected. 

At this juncture appears Graham with his ultima- 
tum to the County Court. 

His position belies the rosy pre-repeal promises of | 
the revenues the sale of liquor would produce for the 
county. It is grossly unfair to tavern owners who 
have paid up, since licenses are not issued retro- 
actively. Thus, a saloon keeper who delays as long 
as possible in paying up holds a license only from 
date of payment. He suffers no penalty for his de- 
linquency. 

But apart from these considerations, Graham's po- 
sition is contemptuous of sound public policy. It is! 
contemptuous of the County Court’s efforts to ameli- 
orate a tragic relief situation. 

This is the sort of thing which brings the liquor! 
traffic into disrepute and invites harsh repressive | 
measures. 

In championing a bad cause, Graham, instead of 
aiding his fellow tayern keepers, is damaging them. 

Meanwhile, it is time for the County Court, instead 
of temporizimg with the business of collecting liquor 
license fees, to get out the Big Stick. 
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The Government is now spending a dollar for 
every 46 cents it collects, and his nephews and nieces 
may well be worrying for their once rather prudent 
Uncle Sam, with that boutonniere of wild oats. 
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KEEP THE CAMPAIGN GOING. 

The proposal to take wild life conservation out 
of politics in Missouri will be on the amendment 
ballot in November. This has been assured by the 
successful petition campaign conducted by the Resto- 
ration and Conservation Federation of Missouri. Not 
only were signatures totaling more than the required 
5 per cent of the vote in the last election obtained 
in each of the congressional districts, but, according 
to E. Sydney Stephens, president of the unifying or- 
ganization, in 100 of the 114 counties and in the city 
of St. Louis the petitions bore names in excess of 
the minimum. Altogether, 120,0Q0 signatures were 
obtained. 

As the circulation of the petitions was entirely 
voluntary and open and above board, there is every 
reason to believe that the large number of signatories 
represents a cross-section of public sentiment on this 
important issue. Interest must not be allowed to 
lag. Many states have established wild life care 
and propagation on a non-partisan, professional basis. 
It is to the best interests of every Missourian to 
see that this State joins those forward-looking com- 
monwealths this:fall. One does not need to be a 
fisherman or a hunter to suffer from political mis- 
management of wild life or, conversely, to benefit 
from wise and careful administration.

This distritt, bordering the Polish Corridor, has | 
an area of 791 square miles and 400,000 inhabitants, 


of whom 95 per cent are German. It had been 
under German rule for the greater part of its his- 
tory, but had also been ruled by Poland and at 
various times had been a free city. At the peace 
conference, Poland claimed Danzig as an outlet to 
the sea, but the treaty-makers hesitated to place a 
section. so predominantly German under alien rule. 
As a compromise, they made it a free city, under 
League administration. 

Danzig naturally has been a sore spot to German 
nationalists. After Hitler’s rise to power, its history 
virtually duplicated that of Germany, so that it has 
been termed a “miniature Third Reich.” Nazis soon 
gained control ef the lecal government. They es- 
tablished press censorship, prison terms for their 
opponents, racial intolerance and discrimination. Now 
Dr. Greiser, Nazi President of the Danzig Senate, 
has told the League Assembly in a pugnacious ad- 
dress that Danzig is weary of League rule, and there 
are reports that a demand for a plebiscite will soon 
be made. ‘ 

Germany has seized an occasion when League pres- 
tige is at low ebb, after the Ethiopian fiasco, to 
raise this issue.

A MUNICIPAL OPERA EXPERIMENT. 
Municipal Opera this week breaks its long succes- 
sion of musical comedies to present a romantic opera 
of pre-jazz yintage. “The Bohemian Girl” is a return 
to the Municipal Theater’s earlier tradition, but it is 
at the same time an innovation, to determine whether 
the public will give the same generous support to 
pieces of this type that it has extended to lighter 
musical fare.

His detrac- 
tors reconcile his marvelous acquisitiveness 
with his magnificent benefactions by the 
ingenious explanation that, in disposing of 
his surplus millions, he puts through a deal 
with the Baptist God, and buys salvation 
with parcels of stock.

Mr. Rockefeller revolutionized the princi- 
, Ples and practices of modern business. 
Large-scale industrial “planning,” of which 
we have heard so much during recent years, 
started with his scheme of controlling the 
flow of oil to the world’s markets. More im- 
portant still, he was the pioneer of the new 
philanthropy. He has not given money to 
benefit individuals or organizations here and 
how. He invested it where it would pay 
dividends to future generations. 

The methods by which he arrived at his 
dominating position in business were as un- 
scrupulous as they were able. The corner- 
stones of Standard Oil were corruption and 
illegality. To those who opposed him, 
Rockefeller was ruthless. But order re- 
piaced chaos throughout the oil lands. The 
reign of waste was over. The crazy see- 
saw of prices was no more. The fantastic 
childhood of the industry had ended. 

In considering Mr. Rockefeller’s business 
methods, we are too apt to emphasize their 
more sinister aspects. This is a mistake, 
because these features were common to all 
American enterprise at that time. It is 
more interesting and more instructive to 
turn to those policies in which the Stand- 
ard Oil differed from other organizations, 
in which it broke new ground.

Antarctic Lichens Sent to 
Shaw's Garden by Explorer, 


For Classification. 


A collection of lichens, a low form 
of plant life representing the last 
trace of vegetation found by Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd’s second 
Antarctic expedition in Little Amer- 


ica as it approached the South 
Pole, is temporarily on display at 
Shaw’s Garden. They were sent 
here by Admiral Byrd for classifi- 
cation. 

Resembling the familiar mosses 
which grow in damp places on 
rocks and trees here, the lichens 
were found on outcropping -‘ocks 
of mountain ranges within 200 
miles of the South Pole. Beyond 
that limit there wads only snow and 
ice and no vegetation, Byra said in 
a letter which accompanied the col- 
lection. 

About 70 in number, the lichens, 
in shades of orange, black, brown, 
green and silver, are shown on the 
pieces of rock on which they first 
grew under the most rigorous con- 
ditions. They grow only when the 
temperature rises to melting pcint, 
for a week or a few days more in 
midsummer, when the sun’s rays 
melt the snow. Admiral Byrd said 
they were the most southerly re- 
corded plant life. 

Dr. Carroll W. Dodge, mycologist 
for the Missouri Botanical Garden, 
who classified the lichens, said 
about half the number were not 
known to botanists before. They 
were placed on exhibition by Dr. 
George T. Moore, director of the 
garden. 

Lichens, although of world-wide 
distribution, and sufficiently tena- 
cious to hold on to life, however 
brief, even in the Antarctic, find 
smoke a handicap too great to 
overcome, and will not live in a 
modern city with atmospheric con- 
ditions such as prevail in St. Louis, 
Dr. Moore said.

POLICE STOP SECOND 
RAID ON DOG POUND 


Dissuade One Deputy Con- 
stable After Another Has 
Broken Door to Get Pet. 


One deputy constable broke into 
the City Dog Pound at First and 
Gasconade streets yesterday after- 
noon and took away a dog which 
the custodian would not release on 


a writ of replevin but when an- 
other constable attempted the same 
trick later he was stopped by po- 
lice. 

Early in the afterrioon Deputy 
Constable Thomas McDermott, ac- 
companied by Deputy Constable 
James Stillman and several other 
men, broke open the main door to 
the pound, wrenched a padlock off 
one of the dog cages, and took 
away a white fox terrier owned by 
James Bilobram, 2336A South 
Ninth street. 

McDermott had served a writ of 
replevin on Lawrence Gunther, as- 
sistant custodian of the pound, 
which Gunther would not honor be- 
cause of a ruling by Health Com- 
missioner Bredeck that all dogs 
without a license or leash be held 
at the pound to prevent a rabies 
epidemic. When Gunther refused 
to honor the writ, issued yb Justice 
of the Peace Anton Sestric, Mc- 
Dermott nailed it to the door and 
then he and Stillman broke the 
door open. 

Gunther called police, who ar- 
rived after McDermott had depart- 
ed with the dog. 

James Johnson, Negro Deputy 
Constable attached to Justice of 
the Peace Fitzgibbon’s court in the 
Old Courthouse, had been waiting 
at the pound with a similar writ 
for another dog. When he saw how 
effective McDermott’s methods had 
been, he decided to do likewise, if 
his superiors advised him to. 

The dog Johnson was after was 
a black mongrel, part spaniel, be- 
longing to Patricia Cody, 1805 Wash 
street. 

Police Lieutenant Arthur McGuire 
of the Wyoming Street Station, aft- 
er calling the City Counselor’s of. 
fice for advice, instructed police- 
men to let Johnson go ahead and 
break the lock, but to arrest him 
as soon as he had committed the 
act and to charge him with de- 
struction of city property and with 
violation of two ordinances relating 
to the authority of the Health Com- 
missioner. 

For two hours policemen and re- 
porters stood by while Johnson 
waited for instructions. He was 
perfectly willing to go to jail, he 
said. Patricia Cody, however, 
asked of what use it would be, for 
the dog would be taken away from 
Johnson and put back in the pound 
as soon as he got it out. 

Finally, Johnson and his Justice 
of the Peace decided to cal] it all 
off and Johnson delivered a little 
lecture on the cruelty of the city 
to the owners of pets. A police- 
man then reminded him that a 
young girl had recently died of ra- 
bies after having been bitten by a 
stray dog and he left. 

An order was issued for McDer- 
mott’s arrest.

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, July 8.

MISLEADING ADS 
BY FHA ALLEGED 


Better ‘Business. Bureau Com- 
plaint Results in Order 
From Washington. 


Criticism by the Better Business 
Bureau of St. Louis of advertise- 
ments which refer to “5 per cent 
FHA loans” on real estate, wi-...-ut 
mentioning that there are addition- 
al charges of one-half of 1 per cent 
for insurance to indemnify lenders 
and one-half of 1 per cent for a 


“service charge,” has produced a 
ruling from Washington that pros- 
pective mortgagors are to be fully 
informed of the rates charged. 

A letter from Clyde L.- Powell, 
assistant deputy administrator of 
the FHA at Washington, to Rich- 
ard S. Hawes Jr., director of the 
FHA in Missouri, is reproduced in 
the current issue of the Better 
Business Bureau Bulletin. Refer- 
ing to the Better Business Bureau 
complaint the letter states: “It is 
the policy of this administration at 
all times to state fully to prospec- 
tive mortgagors the various max- 
imum rates permitted to be charged 
in connection with an insured 
mortgage loan.” 

Powell, who was in St. Louis yes- 
terday, conferred with W. C. Rosen- 
baum of the investors’ division of 
the Better Business Bureau, con- 
cerning the FHA advertising. Ros- 
enbaum said Powell told him the 5 
per cent figure was emphasized be- 
cause President Roosevelt had 
asked Congress to provide for 5 
per cent interest on housing loans, 
and that was the maximum inter- 
est rate permitted in the legislation 
which set up the FHA. It was nec- 
essary, however, to make allow- 
ances for varying conditions in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, Rosen- 
baum quoted Powell as having said, 
and it was for this reason that the 
other charges were permitted. 

The interest rate of 5 per cent, 
which is the maximum permitted 
by the FHA, has been used invari- 
ably in St. Louis, but in other parts 
of the country, Rosenbaum said, a 
lower rate was sometimes charged 
on desirable loans. Collection of 
the service charge is not mand:- 
tory, but the practice here has been 
to collect it. 

Most of the criticism of FHA 
loan advertising has been directed 
not at the statements of the FHA 
itself, but at the advertising of its 
agents, banks, real estate com- 
panies and. others authorized to 
make FHA loans. 

The same _ fault—neglecting to 
mention the added charges—was 
found, however, with a radio trans- 
cription prepared for the FHA and 
offered to broadcasting stations. 
Powell assured Rosenbaum that he 
would take up that complaint with 
FHA officials in Washington. In 
the meantime, the Better Business 
Bureau has asked radio stations not 
to use the broadcast becafise it did 
not give full information about the 
rate.

DO MANNERS GROW WORSE? 


This Writer Suggests They Merely Seem So to Well-Behaved Elders 


By Max Beerbohm 


T is a wonder that they still ex- 


ist among us. Read almost any . 


English diary or autobiography 
published in the past 50 years, and 
you will find the writer deeply dis- 
turbed about the decline and fall of 
them. You will find glowing trib 
utes to Lord A. and his old-world 
courtesy; to Lady B, whose every 
glance and movement diffused the 
grace of a vanished age; to the 
beautifully modulated voices of the 
venerable Mrs. C., of the octogena- 
rian Sir D. E., and of the moribund 
Miss F. 

Yet these seeming paragons had 
hideous pasts. In their youth they 
had been deemed dreadful by their 
elders. Read the books of a hun- 
dred years ago and more, read back 
as far as you will, and you will find 
that the deportment of the rising 
generation was invariably horrid. 
The less said about it/ the better. 
But much was said. Probably Eve 
said to Adam that Abel was, social- 
ly, almost as impossible as Cain; 
and Cain in later years, casting a 
baleful eye at Seth, reflected that 
Adam had been a very great ger 


tleman, and Eve a tres grande 
dame. 
Wykhamists (though I haven't 


noticed that they are more polished 
than~the products of other public 
schools) insists that manners 
makyth man. If they are right, 
how has the human race survived? 
Perhaps, after all, manners have 
suffered no progressive deteriora- 
tion “since Eden’s shining gates 
were closed.”

But some others, I think, 
transcend us in “form’—in formal- 
ity if I can use the word without 
shocking you. 


You are rather shocked, in your 
insular way, when an American, 
being introduced to you, says 
clearly and slowly: “I am _ very 
pleased to mect you, Mr. So-and- 
so,” a@nd says when he leaves you 
that he is very pleased to know you, 
and again cnunciates your name. 
It is true that you know your name 


quite well already, and that his 
meeting with you may not have 
warmed his heart. But isn’t his 


eighteenth century idiom rather 
better than the mere “How d’you 
do?” with which you greet a 
stranger? 


I don’t mean that his heart is not 
in the right place. I mean merely 


that his heart is displayed in the 
right way. He is a man who 


wouldn’t give twopence to a pave- 


ment-artist without first casting a 
leisurely and appreciative gaze 
along the pictures. 


Technique in manners is not es- 
sential. But it is desirable. Mr. Os- 
bert Sitwell has often been in Italy, 
and may have picked up some hints 
there. Certainly it is there, and es- 
pecialiy among the peasants, that 
I have found the widest distribution 
of the best manners.

That recipe did not appear in my 
colmn, but I can give you a recipe 
for peach pickle: 

Four quarts of peaches (pared if 
clingstones); two pounds brown 
sugar, two cups vinegar, eight 
ounces stick cinnamon, one-half 
ounce whole cloves. 

Boil sugar, cinnamon, cloves and 
vinegar 20 minutes. Dip’ peaches 
in hot water and rub off fuzz with 
a cloth. Then put peaches in syrup 
and boil yntil tender. Place peaches 
in sterilized jars, filling each jar 
to very top (almost overflowing) 
with hot syrup; then seal. 

It is always better to cook small 
quantities of fruit at a time, as the 
fruit holds its shape better.

LENNA COLLETT, well-known 
feonnis golfer, once remarked 

that to call a girl a tomboy was 
at one time a term of reproach, and 
added that she considered “the tom- 
boy. ideal, that of a free, vigorous, 
outdoor girlhood, far more healthy 


than the old-fashioned conception of 
a little girl who must, like Goldi- 
locks, sit in a corner and sew a 
fine seam.” 

Probably since the world began 
there have been women who had 
the tomboy urge and absolutely no 
interest in sewing a fine seam, but 
the first woman to break into print 
because she was muscle-conscious 
seems to have been one Anagalla, 
mentioned by the Greek poet, 
Homer, and credited with originat- 
ing the game of handball. 

Beginning with this ball-playing 
maiden of Corcyra, Mary Elizabeth 
Ford has traced the accomplish- 
ments of women in the world of 
physical enterprise down through 
the ages to the famous _§ sports- 
women of today. And in “Little 
Women Grow Bold” (published by 
Bruce Humphries, Inc.), she proves 
that woman “really has no right to 
be termed timid and weak—in spite 
of mice.” 

In a chapter entitled, “On the 
Warpath,” Mary Elizabeth Ford re- 
counts the adventures of the legend- 
ary Amazons, best known of whom 
were Antiope, Thalestris and _ the 
queen; Hippolyte. 

“During the eighth century, fe- 
male warriors again sprang into the 
limelight,” writes Miss Ford, “when 
they organized under a leader, re- 
puted a statuesque blonde by the 
name of Vliasta, and carried on a 
terrible war against the Duke of 
Bohemia. These dames enslaved or 
put to death all members of the op- 
posite sex who were unfortunate or 
unwary enough to expose  them- 
selves; and imbued all men with 
great’ respect for Amazonian  ac- 
complishments.” 

The publicized and canonized 
Joan of Arc made all the other lady 
warriors of all other centuries look 
like mere amateurs. The gal who 
rode at the head of an army clad 
in a coat of mail of course ended 
up by being burned at the stake, 
but, says Miss Ford: “Whatever 
may be one’s opinion of the flighty, 
emotional makeup of woman, which 
would seem to divorce her complete- 
ly from the world of strategy and 
therefore from the occupation of a 
warrior, we have the opinion of the 
eminent military authority, Capt. 
Marin, in his ‘Jeanne d’Arc Tacti- 
cien et Strategiste, who takes a 
high view of her achievements. 
Dunois and d’Alencon have ac- 
claimed her military genius, as have 
countless others whose opinion is 
worthy.”

Says Miss Ford: “So unknown to 
fear were Grainne and her band

£500 on the audacious head of the 
woman. 


“Pirateering was not the only 
concern of the amazing sixteenth- 
century woman. She was a female 
Robin Hood, endowing religious 
houses, schools, and so forth. She 
took her position as ruler of many 
people very seriously and instituted 
numerous social reforms.” 


About a century after Grainne 
O’Mailly died, two more lady pirates 
made their appearance in the Ba- 
hamas. One was Anne Bonny, 
daughter of a South Carolina plan- 
tation owner; the other was Mary 
Read, a London girl, who ran away 
from home to become a sailor in 
the English navy. Both were 
eventually taken into the pirate 
band of “Handsome Jack” Rack- 
ham and received death sentences 
when Rackham’s crew was cap- 
tured and tried for piracy at the 
court of Vice Admiralty, at St. Jago 
de la Vego, Jamaica.

HE eighteenth century also pro- 
T aucea several ladies with quite a 

taste for adventure. Hannah 
Snell, daughter of an English hos- 
ier, dressed as a Man, served as a 
soldier. in Guise’s foot regiment. 
Mary Anne Talbot, a London lass, 
injured while acting as powder 
monkey on an English ship, re- 
mains today the only woman war 
veteran ever to receive a pension 
from the English Government. Oth- 
er women have fought in the ar- 
mies of various countries, but De 
borah Sampson is the only woman 
who, according to record, ever 
served in the army of the United 
States. 

“In 1913,” writes Miss Ford, “Ber 
tha Storch, a Chicago girl born and 
bred on Jackson boulevard, returned 
to her parents’ home in Austrian 
Poland. Before she was scheduled 


‘to return to America the war broke 


out and 16-year-old Bertha, dis- 
guised as a boy, enlisted in a Po- 
lish legion. Her case, especially 
in her reasons for going to war, 
resembles that of the intrepid De- 
borah Sampson. Shc was the only 
American girl to fight in the war.” 

Under the title “Daring and Dare- 
devils,” Miss Ford groups such 
women as Annie Oakley, famous 
markswoman who once shot the 
ashes from Kaiser Wilhelm’s cigar- 
ette; Signorina Spelterini, first 
woman to walk” across Niagara 
Falls on a rope; and all the daring 


ladies who have journeyed over the | 


falls in barrels. 

Of Mrs. Annie Edison Taylor 
who wore a picture hat as part of 
the costume she selected*to go over 
the falls in a reinforced barrel, 
Miss Ford writes: “‘Mighty Niaga- 
ra, word went out to the break- 
fasting world, ‘has been conquered, 
not by a superman bursting with 
muscle—by a smiling little woman 
who chose this unique way to cele- 
brate her forty-third birthday an- 


niversary!’” 
Other daring ladies, described 


by Miss Ford, include Mabel 
Stark, famous for her wrestling 
matches with a tiger; Donna Tan- 
creda, who won the title of Queen 
of Valor by posing as a white statue 
in front of a charging bull; Lillian 
Leitzel, queen of the trapeze, who 
often did 125 complete body turns 
with her right arm acting as an 
axis; Olive Hatch, movie stunt girl, 
whose first job was tc sit on a rock 
with some bathing beauties and fall 
25 feet into the ocean; Miss Bobby 
Mack, who sat on top of a Los An- 
geles flag pole for 20 days, and 
Draga Drascovic, the female Pop- 
eye who once read a paper in the 
square of a Yugoslavian village 
while trucks ran over her. 

To Amelia Earhart, first woman 
to solo across the Atlantic, Miss 
Ford gives the place of honor in 
her chapter on women “up in the 
air.” Next comes Madame Thible, 
first woman to make a balloon as- 
cension, and then Theresa Peltier, 
first woman to go up in airplane.

Lenin's Illness Causes Worry Among 


CHAPTER EIGHT.

We knew that in the past- Lenin 
had welcomed contact with foreign- 
ers, but all efforts, whether collec- 
tive or individual, were unavailing. 
Somewhat reluctantly it was ad- 


mitted by the Foreign Office that 
Lenin was suffering from head- 
aches and insomnia, due, it was 
stated, to overwork in connection 
with the sweeping changes which 
followed the introduction of N. E. 
P. I saw him for the first time 
at the All-Russian Soviet Congress 
a few days before Christmas, when 
he spoke for more than an hour 
and showed no signs of weakness or 
ill health. Moreover, there were 
none of the rumors flying about 
Moscow which always accompany 
any circumstances which - cause 
anxiety or nervousness to the “high- 
er-ups.” Nevertheless, Lenin's 
headaches grew worse and in the 
middle of April, 1922, a consulta- 
tion of doctors decided that the 
trouble was probably caused by the 
pressure of a bullet on an important 
nerve at the back of his neck near 
the spine. 

Three and a half years before, 
on the night of Aug. 31, 1918, Lenin 
had been shot by a Social Revolu-. 
tionary girl named Fanny Kaplan 
as he was walking to his automo- 
bile acress the courtyard of the 
former Michelson factory in Mos- 
cow, where he had been addressing 
a workers’ meeting. For a time his 
life was in danger, but he rallied 
and it was thought he had com- 
pletely recovered, so that it was 
not judged necessary to remove one 
of the bullets—he was shot three 
times—which had lodged in the 
muscles at the back of his neck. 
On April 23, 1922, the bullet was 
removed. It had caused an abscess, 
which naturally confirmed the doc- 
tors’ opinion that their diagnosis 
was correct. In the official com- 
munique issued on the following 
day it was stated that the patient 
had borne the operation well, but 
within a week he suffered a slight 
but unmistakable attack of hemi- 
plegia, in less technical language, 
a paralytic stroke, which imples the 
bursting of a minute blood vessel 
in the brain. As a rule this malady 
occurs in later life, whereas Lenin 
was in his early fifties, but it may 
result from high blood pressure due 
to excessive mental strain. Lenin 
had been fond of cycling during 
his years of exile, but from early 
1917 onwards he took no exercise, 
paid no attention to his diet, and 
worked on an average 18 hours a 
day. What is more, his sister once 
told a friend of mine that their fa-

Lenin’s condition was never dan- 

gerous in 1922, or if so not for 
more than a few days at the out- 
side; nevertheless his closest asso- 
ciates must have realized that the 
hand of death had touched his fore- 
head. A peasant or manual worker 
can have a paralytic stroke far 
more severe than Lenin’s first and 
yet live on for years; there is hardly 
a village in Russia without its par- 
alyzed elders who lie quietly in a 
warm corner and often outlive their 
sons and daughters. Lenin’s first 
stroke was slight enough, nothing 
more than a temporarly paraylsis of 
the left hand and side, with a slight 
impediment in speech, The blood 
clot which produced these symp- 
toms was quickly absorbed and in 
September, 1922, he was able to 
make a trip to the South of Rus- 
sia to complete his convalescence. 
In October of that year he returned 
to work in Moscow and felt suffi- 
ciently well to receive Oscar Cesare, 
the newspaper cartoonist of The 
New York Times, Cesare told me 
afterwards that he had spent an 
hour in Lenin’s study in the Krem- 
lin and that he could see no sign 
of illness in Lenin’s appearance or 
demeanor. 

On Nov. 15 I heard Lenin speak 
at the opening of the Communist 
International Congress in the for- 
mer Kremlin throne room, which is 
now the Congress Hall of the U. S. 
S. R. He spoke in German ind 
any slight pause or hesitation might 
be attributed to the use of a lan- 
guage which, although thoroughly 
familiar, was not his native tongue. 
I did, however, detect—and report- 
ed in my dispatch—signs of anxiety 
among his closest friends towards 
the end of his speech. A week lat- 
er he spoke in Russian at a spe- 
cial session of the Moscow Soviet to 
open the electoral campaign for the 
coming All-Russian Soviet Con- 
gress. The session was held in the 
Grand Opera House and I was sit- 
ting in the orchestra pit at the 
speaker’s feet. Now beyond any 
doubt there was a slight thickness 
of speech and slurring of diction, as 
if Lenin’s tongue was too large for 
his mouth. For the first time—so 
closely and well had the secret been 
guarded, so many and bewildering 
the rumors—I was sure of the 
truth; there is no disguising the 
accents of a paralytic from anyone 
who knows. I said as much that

The 
most I could say was, “The speak- 
er’s voice was full and strong but it 
seemed rather thicker and less clear 
than last year, although not enough 
so for anyone to miss his words.” 
The lay reader might not grasp my 
meaning, but I hoped that it would 
be clear to anyone with medical 
training. Unfortunately, as things 
happened, I was all too accuraie. 
Some five months later, in April, 
1923, on the eve of the Twelfth 
Congress of the Communist party, 
Lenin suffered a second paralytic 
stroke of far-greater severity than 
the first. Although his mental fac- 
ulties were not impaired, his ieft 
side was paralyzed and he lost the 
power of speech. 


Another decisive event occurred 
in the spring of 1922, almost unno- 
ticed by foreign diplomatic or news- 
paper observers; Joseph Vissariono- 
vich Djugashvili, a veteran Geor- 
gian Communist who had had a 
score of aliases of which one was 
Stalin, was elected General Secre- 
tary to the Central Committee of 
the party immediately after the 
Eleventh Congress in March, almost 
exactly a month before the opera- 
tion to remove the bullet from Len- 
in’s neck.

At 
the key-point of Tsaritsyn on the 
Volga, in the autumn of 1918, he 
rallied the weakened Bolshevik re- 
sistance of the White General, Kras- 
nov, and thus prevented a junction 
between the Southern and Eastern 
groups of the anti-Soviet forces. 
Tsaritsyn was later named Stalin- 
grad in honor of this exploit. A 
year later Stalin, who was a mém- 
ber of the Supreme War Council, 
opposed Trotzky’s project to attack 
Denikin through the Don Cossack 
region, which was unfriendly to 
the Soviet cause, and suggested an 
alternative flank attack through 
the Southeastern Ukraine, which la- 
ter was adopted with success. These 
episodes were unknown to the 
Western World, which believed that 
Trotzky was the sole war-lord of 
the Red Army, and did not realize 
until long afterwards that there was 
any wartime rivalry between Trotz- 
ky and Stalin. Nevertheless, the 
Tsaritsyn affair, more than five 
years before Lenin died, gave evi- 
dence of conflict between the two 
men—to which it may be added the 
records of the Communist party 
bear ample witness—as was re- 
vealed by the present Commissar 
of War, Voroshilov, a few years 
ago. Voroshilov declared that 
Stalin’s characteristic efforts to “re- 
establish the situation” in Tsarit- 
Syn, which meant the shooting of 
White adherents and the dismissal 
of some doubtful Reds, met with 
Trotzky’s disapproval. Trotzky, as 
Commissar of War, sent Stalin a 
cable ordering him to reinstate 
some of the Red officers he had dis- 
missed. “That cable,” said Voroshi- 
lov, “is still preserved in the arch- 
ives of the Commissariat of War. 
Across it is scrawled in Stalin’s 
writing the words, ‘Pay no atten- 
tion.’.” 


Stalin and Trotzky were antag- 
onist9 by character and  circum- 
tances. Trotzky was brilliant, proud 
and independent. He did not join 
the Communist party until 1917, 
whereas Stalin had nailed his flag 
to Lenin’s mast as early as 1902, 
and had never wavered in allegi- 
ance. After my first interview 
with him fn the fall of 1929 I wrote 
that he was “the inheritor of 
Lenin’s mantle.” He changed the 
phrase to “Lenin’s faithful disciple 
and the prolonger of his work.” 
There is a parallel which suggests 
itself. I mean the stéry in the New 
Testament about the laborers in the 
vineyard when some of them were 
hired in the early morning to work 
all day for a penny. At noon others 
were hired, for the same wage, and 
late in the evening a group was 
brought in to rush the work to 
completion, who still received the 
full penny, although they were only 
working for an hour or so in the 
cool of twilight.
